Mrs, Allen labeled as inaccurate 
charges that the vision examina- 
tion requirement causes prolonged 
delays for those renewing their 
licenses at a Motor Vehicle Divi- 
sion office. She says a spot check 
of the Augusta office showed that 
most people completed the vision

Hathaway Reports 


. Most people have: by now re- 
ceived their 1977 federal. income 
tax forms,. The forms contain 
some changes, and: those changes 
have prompted some Maine resi- 
dents to ask me for an explana- 
tion, Here are brief descriptions 
of some of the changes: ; 
Hemized Deductions: Some. 
changes have been made in item- 
ized deductions which might ap- 
pear that more taxes have to be 


paid than under the old system. , 


This luckily isn’t the case. 

Under the old system, we added 
up our legal deductions and sub- 
tracted them from our gross in- 
come. Then we consulted the tax 
tables to see how much tax we 
owed on the remainder. 

This year it works a little dif- 
ferently, Those who itemize must 
first subtract the standard deduc- 
tion, which amounts to $2;200 for 
a single person and’ $3,200 for 
matried persons filing jointly, 
from their total itemized deduc- 
tions. The amount that’s left is 
then subtracted from the gross 
income to determine taxable in- 
come. This change was necessary 
because the tax tables were 
changed to simplify the tax com- 
putation for those ‘persons who 
take the standard deduction. 

Line 45 Tax Credits: Some may 
be puzzled by the instructions on 
Line 45 of the 1040 income tax 
form which say “see page 12.” 

This line was added in anticipa- 
tion of enactment of an energy 
tax bill by Congress. 

The IRS had to begin printing 
the forms in October, and the 
energy tax bill was not, and is 
not approved. 

The bill, which still is in con- 
ference, contains provisions for 
tax credits to homeowners who 
invested in energy saving im- 
provements after April 20, 1977. 
Tf enacted, taxpayers who qualify 
could be entitled to tax credits of 
20 percent of the first $2,000 in 
expenses for such improvements 
as wood burning stoves, insulation 
or replacement oil furnaces. 


But no one can’ take advantage 
of the credit until it is signed in- 
to law. This poses a problem if 
you like fo file ydur returns ear- 
ly, You can delay sending in your 
returns and hope the energy tax 
bill will be passed soon, or you 
can file your retuyn now and file 
an amended return for additional 
credits later. j

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tors of which I was a member of- 
fered some alternative tax relief 
proposals for consideration. ‘These 
proposals are broader in scope 
then the Governor’s and were 
designed merely for the purpose 
of providing several alternative 
methods of tax relief for discus- 
Sion this year. These proposals in- 
cluded a tax rebate of up to $40 
for a joint tax return; a sales tax 
‘exemption on the residential use 
of gas; a sales tax exemption on 
residential electricity on the first 
500 KWH; an expansion of the 
eligibility and benefits of the Tl- 
derly Householders Rent and’ Re- 
fund Act; an income tax credit 
‘for sales tax paid on commercial 
fishing and farm equipment; a 
provision on. the Maine Income 
Tax for a single person head of 
household deduction; and a 4% 
permanent reduction across the 
board in Maine’s personal income 
tax. These proposals, if passed, 
would also provide for approxi- 
mately $20.5 million in tax relief. 


Democratic lawmakers have said 
they will offer a plan for tax re- 


lief in the weeks ahead but, as. 


yet, they have offered no specific 
alternatives. However, . House 
Speaker John Martin has been 
outspoken in his. criticism of Gov- 
ernor Longley’s play saying that 
“there must be a fairer, more 
equitable and progressive vehicle 
for providing tax relief to the 
peopie of Maine,” Martin says the 
Governor’s plan does not, provide 
sufficient relief to the average 
Maine taxpayer. 


In the weeks ahead, I am op- 
timistic that we will be able to 
develop a consensus on a fair and 
equitable tax relief plan. Person- 
ally, I feel we should give care- 
ful consideration to a tax relief

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A Century Ago 
— From The Oxford. Democrat —- 
~ February 5, 1878. 
Bethel — A sad affair occurred 
here last Monday morning, Mr. 
Edwin Capen and his , youngest 
‘son, aged ten years, went into the 
woods after wood. Mr, Capen fell- 


stump, boundéd back striking his 
son in the bowels, crushing him 
to the earth, killing him instant- 
ly. The father was obliged to 
cut the tree in two before he 
could extricate the body of the 
child. Mr. C., who ‘had been 
troubled with palpitation of the 
heart for several years, started 
for the house with the boy in his 
arms, and had gone about thirty 
rods, when completely overwhelm-
